Importance of Good Homes to the Wel- 


faze of California. 


The Christian who has come to California, 


would do well to look upon himself as on 
ground belonging to the Redeemer—to rega 

California as a part of the purchased possession 
of our King. The earth is the Lord’s and ful- 


ness thereof. Wherever the Christian may go, 


over the wide world, he is not off his Father's 
ground. Instead therefore of finding fault, as 
some do, with the country in which their lot is 
cast, Christians would be wise to labor to make 
the country better—to bring it wholly under 
the dominion of Christ. Instead of indulging 
in idle regrets and vain longings, they should 
arouse themselves, and endeavor to become in- 
terested in the welfare of this country to iden- 
tify themselves and their interests with it—to 
regard it as their home, and the home of their 
children, and to cultivate a deep unterest in 
the state of its society, in its schools and 


churches, in its government, in its business 
prosperity, and its religious condition. Those 
persons who now cherish but little interest in 
California, their affection being elsewhere, 
many of whom, too, will spend all their days 
here, would be much wiser to pursue the 
course which has been indicated. ‘Then, those 
who may at any time return to their old 
homes, would have been more happy and use- 
ful while here, and others who muy never re- 
turn, would spend their lives much more hap- 
pily and usefully than if tney were unsettled 
and dissatisfied all the time. And when they 
come to die, it would be with the blissſul con- 
sciousness that they bad done all that lay in 
their power to make California a desirable 
abode for their children and for all future gen- 
erations. Let men labor to make this a great 
and prosperous State, and ber people a virta- 
ous and happy people, and then they would 
gladly call this home, for, as an old writer has 
said, “ that is our country in which we are well 
off.“ 


The principal reason why vice and immor- 


ality have been so prevalent in California, as 


to draw upon us the notice of the whole civil 


ized world, is to be found in the fact that there 
have been so few good homes in this State. 
Good men could not live here, without the re- 
straining and controling of well-ordered homes, 
and hence the loud and earnest cry which was 
sent to the older States, a few years since, for 
wives and daughters to come, and by their 
presence and virtues, save this land; and from 
the day that ladies began to come, in any con. 
siderable numbers, to these shores, there has 
been a steady improvement in the state of 
society 


Our hope of a glorious fature for California, 


depends on the multiplication of good homes 
within her borders. As long as this continues 
to be a gold-producing country, wild adven- 
turers will be attracted hither, and nothing but 
the multiplication of home influences, and the 
strenuous efforts of the friends of virtue and 
religion, can make this coast a desirable and 
pleasant abode. But with such influences and 
such efforts, I do not see why the state of so- 
| ciety, and the condition of religion and morals, 
may not be as good here as in any other State ; 
or why, with her climate, and her wealth, Cali- 
fornia should not present attractions superior 
to any other State in the Union. 


There cannot be homes, in the proper sense, 


without families. The family institution is of 
divine origin, and it is beautiful and good, as 
are all the works and ordinances of God. The 
wisdom and benevolence of the Creator are 
strikingly exhibited in the domestic constitu- 
tion, and its adaptation to promote the com- 
fort and welfare of man. It has been a price- 
less blessing to the world. It is to be lament- 
ed that men are so disposed to seek out inven- 
tions, and set up institutions for themselves, 


which they imagine will answer a better pur- 
pose will more rapidly meliorate the condition 
of human society, than the old, divinely found- 


ed institutions—the family, the Church, and 


the State. These are ancient, good, long-tried 
and approved ; and if rightly conducted, are 
sufficient to civilize, evangelize and save the 
whole world from the ruins of the fall. 

In heathen countries the people have no 
homes in the proper acceptation of the term. 
In France, where infidelity has prevailed to so 
great an extent, the traveler does not find 
many comfortable, happy homes, such as are 
to be found in Great Britain and America. 
The Homes of America are a chief glory of our 
country. From them have come forth the 
statesmen, the heroes, the scholars, the poets, 
the ministers, the men of science, the artisans, 
who have graced and enriched the pages of our 
national history. In those Homes, are to be 
found our standing army—the strongest and 


best in the world—a noble bost of Christian 


women. A European lady, of great literary 


celebrity, has given to the world two consider- 
able volumes descriptive of the sweet attrac- 


tions of the Homes of the New World,” af. 
ter having seen with her own eyes, and enjoyed 
in her own expericnce, many of the hospitable 


homes, in almost every portion of our wide- 


spread country. Efforts to destroy the well 


founded edifice of our American Government, 
or to pull down the deep-rooted tree of Ameri- 
can liberty, will prove unavailing as long as 
the common sense, the patrivtism, aud the lov- 
ing hearts, which are to found in the virtuous 
and happy homes of America, are fixed upon 


the perpetuity of our government and our 


liberties. 


What kind of homes do we need in Califor- 
nia? To make home happy, there must be a 
mutual and ardent affection on the part of 
those whose murr.age- union has created the 
home. If marriage be contracted.on right 
principles—if reason, and not imagivation—if 


true affection and not blind passion, or sordid 
motives—lead to the union, the parties, thas 


wedded in love, will ordinarily, and with God's 
blessings, bave a good and happy home.— 
Marriage ought to be founded on mutual re- 
spect, confidence and love. If it is, it will lead 
to much happiness. If it is not, it may lead 
to much misery. The husband is commanded 


to love his wife, as he loves himself, nay, as 
Christ loved the church. This is absolutely 
necessary, on his part, if he would have the 
wife perform her duty, which is, to love, rever- 
ence and obey him. If a man loves his wife, 
he cannot be a tyrant. I she loves ber hus- 
band, it cannot be a hardship for her to rever- 


ence and obey him. The great matter in mar 
ried life, and a matter which is essential to the 
existence of happy homes is, that the wife win 
and retain the sincere esteem and warm affec- 
tion of her husband.

Certain as | am, that a large part of the life 
and light, in and by which I see, love, and em 
brace diviue truth has been directly or indirect- 
ly derived to me, from this sacred volume ; and 
unable to determine what I do not owe to its 
influences. But even on this account, and be- 
cause it has these unalterable claims on my 
reverence and gratitude, I will not leave it in 
the power of unbelievers to say, that the Bible 
is for me only what the Koran is for the deaf 
Turk, and the Vedas for the feeble and acque- 
escent Hindoo. No; I will retire “up into 
the mountain,” aud hold secret commune with 
my Bible —— — or

stitioo. For fear hath torment. And mbes 
though my reuson be to the power and splen- 
dor of the Scriptures but as the reflected and 
secondary sbine of the moon compared with 
the solar radiavce,—yet the sun endures the 
co~presence of the unsteady orb, aod leaving 
it visible, seems to sanction the comparison.— 
There is a light higher than all, even the word 
that was in the beginning ; the light of which 
light itself is but the shechinah and cloudy tab- 
ernacle; the word that is light for every man 
and life for as many as give heed to it. If be- 
tween this word aud the written letter I shall 
anywhere seem to myself to fiod a dise

With such purposes, with such feelings, have 
I perused the books of the Old and New’ Tes- 
taments ; each book as a whule, and also as an 
integral part.

met everywhere more or less copious sources of 


truth, and power, and purifying impulses ; that 
I have found words for my inmost thoughts, 
songs for my joy, utterances for my shame and 
feebleness ? lu short whatever finds me, bears 
witness for itself that it bas proceeded from 
the Holy Spirit, even from the same spirit, 
“which remaining in itself, yet regenerateth 
all other powers, and in all ages entering into 
holy souls maketh them friends of God and 
propbets. (Wisd. of Sol.) oy, 

In my last letter I said, that in the Bible 
there is more that finds me than I have experi- 
enced in all other books put ; that 
the words of the Bible find me at greater depths 
of my being; and that whatever tinds me brings 
with it an irresistible evidence of its having 
proceeded frum the Holy Spirit. But the doc- 
trine in question requires me to believe, that 
not only what finds me, but that all that exists 
in the sacred volume, and which | am bound 
to fiod therein, was—not alone inspired by, 
tbat is, composed by men under the actuating 
influence of the Holy Spirit, bat likewise— 
dictated by an intuilible intelligence ;—that the 
writers, each and all, were divinely informed 
as well as inspired. Now bere all evasion, all 
excuse is cast off. An infallible intelligence 
extends to all things, pbysical no less than 


spiritual...... And this is the very essence of 
the doctrine, that one and the same intelligence 


is speaking in the anity ofa Person; which 
unity is no more broken by the diversity of the 
pipes through which it makes itself audible, 
than is a tune by the different instruments on 
which it is played by aconsummate musician, 
equally perfect in all. Ote instrument may be 
more capacious than another, but as far as its 
compass extends, aod in what it sounds forth, 
it will be true to the conception of the master. 
I cun conceive no softenings here which would 


not nulliſy the Doctrine, aud convert it to a 


cloud for each man’s fancy to shift and shape 
at will. And this doctrine, I confess, plants 
the vineyard of the Word with thorns and bri- 
ers for me, and places snares in its pathways. 
Is it safer for the individual, and more con-

Those 
who respect themselves and love their country, 
will not vote for the vile. There is no need for 
it. There are men of high and pure character 
before the people. The firey ordeal of a cam-

We did hope and do still hope that a reform has 
commenced in the State asin this City, which 
will not have spent its strength until men of 
honor and character have been placed in all our 
offices, never to give way again to such as bave 
disgraced us. We know of great throngs of 
thoughtless men, caught by the low jest and 
borne along with the current that seizes them. 
These are not the hope of our county, but ra- 
ther those thoughtful classes, to whom the dis- 
grace of their country is their own disgrace, 
and its glory their joy.

Aside from all differences in regard to 
civil matters, we have as a people, abundant 
cause for thankfulness. Our differences did 
not result in blood. Our soil was not crim- 
soned by civil war. Families have not 
been broken up, or mourning and desolation 
brought into our houses, That good Be- 
ing, who stilled the raging passions of the 
multitude, kept back from this people 
the present -results and the long sad con- 
sequences of actual collision. For this we 
will be grateful, and will give forth public 
thanksgiving, as we have often rendered grate- 
ful acknowledgment in our homes. 

There are, besides, all the blessings and 
bounties of the year. The harvests have been 
gathered, and plenty has crowned the laborer 
in the field, or in the mines. The pestilence 
has not visited us, and no series of overwhelm- 
ing casualties has occurred to sweep off multi- 
tudes of our citizens and strike terror through- 
out the State. Surely, no portion of this peo- 
ple will be guilty of the impious sentiment that 
we have, this year, less occasion than usual for 
thankagiving to the Author of all good. A 
day will be appointed here, also, as on the 
other side of the mountains, for a work so sa- 
cred,—a day, the observance of which brings 
us into pleasant sympathy and a heart-reunion 
with those with whom we have often assem- 
bied around the festive board to observe a 
thankful feast.

Stated Meeting, 

San Franctsco, Ocr., 21, 1856. 

The Synod of the Pacific met in Calvary 
Church, and was opened with a Sermon by 
the Rev. Mr. Woodbridge, of Benicia, from 1 
Tim., 3.15, “ The house of God, which is the 
charch of the living God, the pillar and ground 
of the truth.” 

After the sermon the last moderator present, 
Rev. James Woods of Santa Rosa, took the 
Chair, and the Session began with prayer. 

Present, Ministers of the Presbytery of 
California, Revs. Drs, Anderson and Scott, 
Mesers. Buel, Spear and Davis. Of the Pres- 
bytery of Stoekton, Rev. Mr. Baker. Of the 
Presbytery of Oregon, Rev. Mr. Hanna. Of 
the Peesbytery of Benicia, Revs. Messrs. 
Woods, Borham and Woodbridge. The 
Churches represented were, Calvary Church 
and the First Presbyterian Church, San Fran 
cisco, by Col. Mckee and Judge Waller ; First 
Presbyterian Church Sacramento, by Mr. John 
Stansbury. There are with the Synod, thir- 
teen additional ministers who were not pres- 
ent, and eighteen Churches not represented. 
Total twenty-two ministers and twenty-two 
Churches. 

The Rev. W. C. Anderson, was appointed 
Moderator, and 8. Woodbridge, Clerk. 

The Rev. Mr. Warren, of the Congregation- 
al Association, of California, being present, was 
vited to sit as a corresponding member. 

The standing Committee upon religious ser- 
vices reported, recommending meetings for 
prayer and conference each day of the Session, 
at 12 o,clock, M., and the preaching of God's 
word at 7, P.M. Tbe report was adopted, 
The Synod then adjouroed till to-morrow at 
64¢ A. M. 
Wednesday morning, Oct., 22. 

The Synod met pursuant to adjournment, 
and was opened with prayer by the Moderator, 
Dr. Anderson. 

The following Committee were appointed, 
upon the Board's of the Church: 

Education; Woodbridge, Hanna and Mc- 
Kee. Domestic Misions ; Baker, Buel and Wal- 
ler. Foreign Missions; Spear, Stansbury and 
Borham. Publication and Church Extension; 
Dr. Scott, Woods and McKee, 

Minutes of General Assembly ; Baker and 
Judge Waller. Upon Presbyterial records : 
California Presbytery ; Woods and Stansbury. 
Stockton Presbytery; Hanna and McKee. 
Oregon Presbytery; Borham aud Hanna. 
Benicia Presbytery ; Buel and Waller. 

A statement was made respecting the posi- 
tion of the Presbytery of Stockton; from 
which it appeated, a memorial had been ad- 
dressed from that judicatory to the General 
Assembly, requesting that the Rev. W. E. Ba- 
ker, of the Presbytery, of West Jersey, and 
the Rev. Robert McCullock, of the Presby- 
tery of Zanesville, now in California, be trans- 
ferred to the Presbytery of Stockton; and 
therefore a new Presbytery be set off, to be 
called the Presbytery of Benicia. That this 
subject was referred by the Assembly to the 
Committe on Bills and Overtures, who repor- 
ted the following, on page 522 of the minutes. 
“Overture No. 15, from the Presbytery, of 
Stockton, memorializing the Assembly in con- 
sequence of the peculiar difficulty of convene- 
ing in the Synod of the Pacific, to constitute 
a new Presbytery, to be called the Presbytery 
of Benicia, to consist of the Rev. Sylvester 
Woodbridge, Jr., and the Rev. B. B. ,Borham 
of the Presbytery of Stockton; and the Rev. 
James Woods of the Presbytery of California 
ministers ; together with the Churches of Be- 
nicia and Santa Rosa,” &c, whereupon the As- 
sembly passed the following minute: “ This 
request was granted.” That thus, it does not 
appear from this action, whethtr Messrs. Ba- 
ker and McCullock, were formerly transferred ; 
but as it would not have been the intention of 
the Assembly to leave the Presbytery of Stock- 
ton without a quorum, and this Synod cannot 
attach to one of their Presbyteries, ministers

Resolved, that this Synod do undestand, that 
it was the intention of the Assembly, to comply 
with the fall memorial and request of the 
Presbytery of Stockton, and that Messrs. Ba- 
ker and McCullock are members of that body. 
It was farther, 

Resolved, that inasmuch as Mr. Mosher, is 
absent from the State, and Mr. Cunders has de- 
ceased since the action of the Assembly, the 
Rev. Thomas K. Davis, be and hereby is re 
leased from the Presbytery of California, and 
attatched to the Presbytery of Stockton; and 
the next stated meeting of that body is ap- 
pointed to be held at Stockton, on the third 
Tuesday in March A. D. 1857, at 7 o'clock, P. 
M., to be opened with a sermon by the oldest 
minister present, who is to preside until a mod- 
erator be elected. 

Upon motion of Dr. Scott, it was determin- 
ed, thut a free conversation upon the state of 
religion, should be held during the meetings 
for religious conference and prayer, held at 
12 o’clock‘ M. 

The Rev. Mr. Buel, brought to the notice 
of Synod, the action of the late General As- 
sembly respecting an itinerant ministry, in the 
recommendation to the Board of Missions, 
minutes page 509, and in Overture No. 6, 
page 540; when Rev. Mr. Spear, introduced 
the following, 

The subject was referred to a Commit- 
tee upon Itinerary and the Extension of the 
Church, composud of Messrs. Buel, Hanna, Dr. 
Scott and Judge Waller. 

The Rev. Mr. Lacy, of the Presbytery of 
San Francisco, being present, was invited to 
sit as a corresponding member. 

The Rev. Mr. Warren. of the Congrega- 
tional Association, of California, made a state- 
ment of the desire of the eclesiastical body with 
which he is connected, to unite in a closer fra-

Danoerovus Criricisms.—Whoever accom- 
panies a congregation which has just been dis- 
missed from church, may hear a great variety 
of criticisms on the sermon. These ordinarily 
refer more to the manner of delivery, and to the 
style of composition, than to the Scriptural 
handling of the subject, or the practical char- 
acter of the discourse. There is a way of dis- 
cussing the merits of a sermon which just 
been delivered, which is eminently proper and 
profitable. There isanother way, which is not 
only injudicious, but dangerous to the spiritual 
welfare, especially of the unconverted. 

The recital of an actual occurrence will be 
the best illustration of our meaning. A pious 
lady once left a church in this city, in company 
with her husband whi was not a professor of 
religion. She was a woman of unusual vivacity, 
with a keen perception of the ludicrous, and 
often playfully sarcastic. As they walked 
along toward bome, she began to make some 
amusing and spicy comments on the sermon, 
which a stranger, a man of very ordinary tal- 
ents and awkward manner, had preached that 
morning in the absence of the pastor. After 
running on in this vein of sportive criticism for 
some time, surprised at the profound silence of 
her husband—sbe turned and looked up in his 
face. He was in tears. That sermon bad sent 
an arrow of conviction to his heart. Let the 
reader imagine the a guish of the conscience 
stricken wife—thus artested in the act of ridi- 
culing a discourse which had been the means 
of awakening the anxiety of her unconverted 
husband. 

Incaleulable harm is done by these inconsid- 
crate criticisms. Many a child has gone home 
from church full of trembling solicitude about 
eternal things—longing perhaps to throw it- 
self into the arms of the parent, and ask “what 
must I do to be saved ?”—only to have all con- 
cern chilled, and all convictions chased away 
~ by captious or mirth-moving criticisms of 

father and mother. Many an unconverted 
wife or husband, many an impenitent friend, 
has thus had all inter: st dissipated by those 
who were perhaps at that very time praying for 
their salvation. 

Let this admonition be a word in season to 
those church members who have unconverted 
children, relatives and friends.— Pres- 
bytervan.

In the text, our Lord sets forth one great 
part of Christian duty. It is not only “ Ren- 
“ering unto God the things that are God's,“ 
but, as well, Rendering unto Cesar the things 
that are Cesars a principle taking as vital 
an interest in a Auman as in the Divine — 
ment. And, if you will remember, t in 
Christ’s time, the form of civil governments. 
and their tical administration, were as im- 
perfect as they ever have been ; and that the 
Cesars were, with few exceptions, the veriest 
of tyrants, you will see how emphatically we 
are taught in the text—that a man’s religious 
duties are not only unto his God, but as well 
unto Ais country; or, more simply stated 
that a man should carry his Christianity 
heartily and wholly into the politics of his 
country. 

And this, then, is the theme of our present 
meditation. The duty of every Christian man 
to go forth in the face of all this infidel ontcry, 
and carry hls religion into his politics. e 

Bat, then, what do we mean by Politics? 
Do we mean the paltry chicanery of placemen 
for power? A working out the low artifices 
of party in pursuit of offices and spoils? 
Would we have a Christian minister or a 
Christien man, go down to the shameles3 and 
undisguised corruption which pervades what is 
called the liar moral code of politics? 
Would we have such a man sit face to face 
with the brutal ignorance and ruffian vice, 
which, — — of 
men, distribute paris o great play, 
and shuffle, and cut, and deal the dirty cards 
wherewith partisan gamblers are to play a 
game, whose great stake is our civil and na- 
tional welfare? Ob, no, no. By Politics, as 
as we would have them mingled in by Chris- 
tian men, we mean The science of govern- 
ment; that part of ethics which consists in 
the regulation and government of a state or 
nation, for the preservation of its peace and 
prosperity ; comprehending the defence of its 
existence and rights against foreign control or 
conquest ; the augmentation of its strength and 
resoures ; the protection of its citizens in all 
their rights ; and the preservation and improve- 
ment of their manners and morals ;” and involv- 
ing therefore e religious, patriotic, and 
domestic interest that is near and dear to us. 
And in such—as the only grand and just idea 
of Politics—we would have every Ohristian 
and good 
And this, for several reasons, we will 
on to consider. 

And this first of all: Because such politi- 
cal privileges and blessings as we enjoy, 
at our hands, as God's great gift, suiha public, 
religious consecration. 

We have—we have a maguificent birthright. 
And what is not all, but God's gift—od's 
gift through the Gospel? All it is—all it 
shall be—a result of Christianity—and so all 
it is“ and all it shall be, but “an ascension 
gift of my Lord unto bis disciples as Chris- 
tians. And are we then as Christians—as the 
very men for whom it was projected and for 
whom it is conserved—are we, as religious and 
Christian men, to stand back from this glori- 
ous nationality, and let fools and ruffians—the 
filth and pollution, and offscouring of moral life 
—creatures bought and sold for a price, as 
cattle for the shambles—the wrecks and rot- 
ten-wood that float with every shifting tide of 
infidel and irresponsible political opinion, —are 
we to stand altogether aloof, and let creatares 
like these mar and mutilate this great nation- 
al machinery? Shall the insane fanaticism of 
the North, aod Southern sham-chivalry, blas- 
ter about the dissolution of the Union, and 
hew with a fool's axe at the root of the tree 
of our Liberty? And must I. asa Christian 
man and minister, not smite them with all the 
strength God has given me, lest I should pol- 
late my Obristianity by a contact with world- 
\iness 

Away with such shallow and h itical 
reverence for Christianity. I owe it to my 
Gospel and my God, as all the return I can 
make for a birthright so glorious, to fling my. 
self as a Christian man, into the defence of 
that birthright, and bare my bosom, as a reli- 
gious being, to the infidel and accursed tide, 
that would sweep all those good and glorions 
things away, as wrecks upon a deluge. And 
we have come up this day as a rejoicing peo 
ple, not merely to praise God, but to consecrate 
ourselves to this very work in a sacrifice of 
thanksgiving. And go forth in the perfor- 
mance of our Christian work, “ Rendering not 
only to God the things that are God's, but as 
well rendering uoto Cesar the things that are 
Cesar 8.“ 

Now this leads me to remark, Secondly 
That, as Christian men, we are bound to this 
duty; becau# our nation needs this day for 
ber own preservation, the mingling in her poli- 
tics of this religious element.

1 have not the limits here, to enter into the 
argument of the manifold advantages to a free 
of Gospel piety. Time would fail me, 
to tell you how it increases national wealth, 
by diminishing the — — tendency to luxury 
and extravagance, by inculating tempe- 
rance, and industry, and frugality. How it 

tes as a mighty check on all those currup- 
tions which weaken a free people. How it 
educates into truth and tenderness the popular 
conscience, without which, just laws must re- 
main dead letters in the statute book, unen- 
forced, and without influence. How it destroys 
all those selfish and sectional animosities, 
whereunto demagogues always appeal when 
they would break in pieces t governments. 
How, in short, by restraining in the human 
heart the vices that weaken, and regenerating 
into nobler life the virtues that stre „it 
makes ever manifest the great truth, free, and 
united, and “ blessed is that people whose God is 
the Lord.” 

This, and all this, we take in our argument 
for granted. And based upon it, our plea is, 
that we are called on as religious men to rise 
up, and cast more of this salt of godliness in- 
to our national character. We are this very 
day, in God’s sight, going backward from our 
old moral landmarks. We are even now as a 
nation swarming with drunkards, and Sab- 
bath-breakers, and 17 swearers. The 
emissaries of the old foreign Ecclesiastical 
despotism—the tool and the maipspring of all 
European despotism—are among us, foul and 
frequent as locusts of the Nile on the green 
things of God’s husbandry. Fanatics at both 
ends of the Union are toiling migbt and main 
at their fiendish work of dismemberment. 
Our national compact itself, founded on the 
compromise of local interests, exposes us more 
and more to sectional jealousies and competi- 
tion, and to the heartless assaults of ambitious 
agitators of pews passions. We are enter- 
ing confessedly on stormy times. New forms 
of infidelity, and political atheism, and false 
philanthropy, are ising in strength in the 
midst of us. While Christian men stand 
aloof, fools are heaving at the pillars of our 
great national temple. And the whole tribe 
of the Philistines ure twisting at the cords, 
while God’s Samson sleeps in the lap of the 
Enchantress. It is time, high time, then, for 
Obristian championship to awake. By the 
men of the present generation is the great 
question to be settled, whether there can be 
maintained in the midst of us, enough of an 
enlightened and tender moral sense to keep us 
& Virtuous, and free, and united people, in face 
of all these assaults of infamy and irreligion. 
By the Christian men that now worship in 
God's temple is the uncertain problem to be 
sulved,— Whether the light of liberty that 
shine s on us this day, is of a sun bounding 
gloriously from the Orient, or already sinking 
sadly and slow'y 40 the sepulchral clouds of 
the west. And, therefore, the call comes to 
us loud as the voice of prophets in the glori- 
ous days of Israel of Judah, to stand forth 
against the enemies of hearthstone and altar 
for our God and our country; casting relig- 
ious salt into the polluted fountains of our 
natiopal conscience; pouring religious light 
along the troubled seas of our national poli- 
tics ; “ rendering unto Cesar the things that are 
Cesar’s, as sorely as unto God the things that 
~ God's.”

a due regard for our Religion itself. * 

‘We have already said that it was a false no- 
tion of religion which supposes it to be pollu- 
ted, and thus injured, by every contact and 
concern with merely worldly interests. And 
we now go further, and declare that we should 
do very much to honor and magnify Christian- 
ity, were we to carry it forth as an energizing 
principle—yea, as a vital and controlling pow- 
er—into our whole practical life as American 
citizens. 

For we most frankly admit, that a religion 
that remains shut away from the common bus 
iness of life, into the pure regione of spiritual- 
ism, as a thing of ecstacies, and sentimcnt, and 
m-singing ; appearing statedly on Sab- 
bath days, and in sanctuaries, and seen no more 
abroad — six days of the secular and 
and the social— We confess, I say, that such a 
religion, be it Christian or Pagan, is altogeth- 
er out of place, and imbecile amid the restless 
and earnest tides of an age and a life like our 
own. 


But then quite as confident as I am, that if 
Christianity have not hitherto acquitted her- 
self to the full of all her secular and social du- 
ties ; the secret lies not in her inadequacy to 
the work ; bat in the smallness of the sphere 
which Christians themselves have assigned her 
and the class and kind of labor they have com- 
mitted to her bands. Sure I am, at least, that 
as an intellectual and moral system, Christian- 
ity was designed for all nations and genera- 
tions. Her credentials to our Race, are not 
merely as a fitting and tender nurse for its un- 
steady infancy ; but more fittingly still, as the 
earnest tutor ofits hot youth ; and the glori- 
~~ guardian of its magnificent man- 
It has only to be inaugurated in its place cf 
rightful authority. Only tobe brought forth 
from the cloisters of contemplation, and the 
chairs of academic speculation. Only to take 
hold in its strength, on the great practical 
questions of the race and age,—and the scoff- 
ing world will acknowledge as they see, that 
an influence so long despised as a thing only 
busy with creeds, and ceremonies, and sacra~ 
ments, can yet work gloriously and with a | 
strong arm, as man's practical benefactor— 
that its fostering is of every influence which 
makes up civilization — that its calling is uvte 
the patronage of the arts, and sciences, and lit- 
erature, and commerce and trade—that its 
place is as truly in the cabinet as in the con- 
venticle, in the senate—chamber, as at a sacra- 
ment—that it can acquit iteelf vigorously of 
all Social and Civil, in a word, of every secu- 
lar duty ; and is gloriously equal to all the ex- 
igencies of the times, and every possible emer- 
gency of the day and the generation. 

And we say, such an ivauguration to a bigb 
sway over things merely temporal, Christiani- 
ty deserves to-day, at the hands of its disei- 
pies. It deserves to be justified openly from 
the suspicions of the world, that it is alten all, 
but a low, and palty, and drivelling fanaticism. 
It deserves to be brought abroad from the 
closet and cloister, to euter as a living power 
into the philosophy, aud s lation, and the 
earnest life, and all the high enterprise of an 
uprising Humanity, “Rendering unto Casar 
the things that are Casar’s,” as steadfastly, “ as 
unto God the thiags that are God's.” 

Religion has, indeed, its most glorious place 
in the recesses of the redeemed spirit, and an 
honored throne in the Sanctury, with its prais- 
es aod sacraments. It is the joy and glory of 
its great prerogative, that it abides ip the 


tities of the heart and the household; and 
briogs heavenly comfort and to the se- 
claded hut oſ the poor child ant; and sits 


in serapbic love at the hushed bedside of the 
dying. Nevertheless, it is its other preroga- 
tive, and should be its joy and glory as well, to 
take care of man’s tem interests as wise 
ly as his spiritual.

Leaving the matter of popular nominations fo, 
office and the arrangement of platforms, and the 
projection of great national and state policies 
and, in short, the whole real working of our 
great political machinery—(and mark me here 
—I am — — nor will I be misunder. 
stood as 8 ing evil of our Rulers and . 
istrates, and Representatives; in regard of 
whom religion itself enjoins reverence ; and who 
for aught we know, are models of all that js 
honest, and pure, and lovely, and of good re- 
port. But lam ing of that ubiquitious 
class of irresponsible, yet effecient men, whose 
calling is to pull the wires of partanship, and 
miugle the seething elements in the great politi- 
cal cauldron ; and who virtually, at least, color 
if they do not control our whole national poli- 
tics)—leaving it all, I say, to the moral out- 
casts of our social system ; to men, bankrupt of 
all virtuous reputation ; to wil demag 
who would flatter the foul fiend for the sake of 
his influence ; to fawning menials, who would 
crouch at a despot's feet for the smile of his pat- 
ronage; to blustering ruffians, whose only ele- 
ments of moral power are blows and blasphe- 
phemies ; to vaporing partiots and brawling 
philanthropists who would freely barter their 
country and their race, and their own souls, for 
the profits of an office or the outfit of an em- 
bassy ; to the bliod fools of fanaticism, who 
would trample the Union and Constitution un- 
der their feet, and deluge this blessed heritage 
with flames and blood, and bring down upon 
their own wives and little ones a worse than 
Ethiopian ſor the sake of tbe phantom 
of an abstract and selfish priniple, whose prac- 
tical outworking were a cruelty and a curse.— 
Leaving it, in , I say, to such things as 
these—to the low, mercenary, Machiavelian 
nerd that gather in the dens of darkness avd 
sin—to project the programme and distribute 
the parts of that great play, whose sublime is- 
sues are the glories of our country, and the 
welfare of a world. 
And all this, too, at a time when as sincerely 
as ever before private virtue and morality are 
revered and honored throughout the land; when 
the great mass and majority of our population; 
north and south; east and west; of every par- 
ty, and every state; are proverbially — 
and intelligent and law-abiding, and patriotic, 
and earnestly desiring the — of a pure 
and religious morality to whole complex 
machinery of government. And when it needs 
only a religious courage and consecration, to 
take hold on * interests; and this 
whole vampire , that fatten on the na- 
tion's heart would hide their heads in shame, 
as serpents from a sun-burst. 

It is time, then, we say high time that reli- 
gious men roused themselves to a sense of their 
political responsibilities. Moralists, indeed, 
tell us from the pupil. sometimes—that Cbris- 
tianity claims no power over a State, and no of- 
ficial connexion with it. But what, I pray 
these men, is a State? An abstraction—an 
idea! No, indeed! Simply an aggregate of 
individual and immortal — and with every 
one of these men Christianity should have an 
immortal connexion : and over them it has a 
claim, pre-eminent and eternal, It is time, 
then, that the precise bearing of Christian 
open the administra- 
tion policy of our government, 
were understood and acted plug ot that 
Christianity may be established by law, but 
that our laws may be established by Cristian- 
ity. Not that the Gospel asks alliance with 
the State, but that the State sorely needs the 
conserving influences of the Gospel. It is 
time that Christianity cume abroad from its 
cloistered ——7 to acquit itself of its great 
civiland national responsibilities. And spite 
of the whole howling herd of infidelity ir- 
religion, (who in this, are only true to their in- 
stincts, and do after their kind) —it is time for 
Christian men and Christian ministers—now 
so busy with the minutiæ of private and minor 
immortalities. Uttering fierce denunciations 
against slight heresies in a man’s creed, and 
trifling inconsistencies in man's conduct. See- 
ing well to it, that a child does not laugh loud 
on the Sabbath, and that a man’s face does not 
graciously smile at any questionable amuse- 
ment. Loud in the outcry of “ heresy” and 
“hypocracy” against men, honestly striving 
to walk in the way of godliness. I say it is 
time for such Christian ministers and men, to 
walk forth to a broader field, and to a loftier 
stand-point ; to cast an indignant glance over 
our civil and national short-comings; to launch 
the fiery denunciations of our blessed Redeem- 
er, as serpents’, and “ vipers” against irre- 
sponsible placemen and their unprincipled tools; 
and to pour the glorious light of the Gospel 
of God, into the whole hideous den of political 
abominations. 

God claims at our hands as the only fit “ sac- 
rifice of thanksgiving” such a consecration 
ot ourselves to nis service, as shall send us 
abroad in our strongest

and transmit, undimed of one glory, our ſree 
institutions to an hundred generations that 
shall come after us.

Amendment to the Constitution, 


The attention of our citizens is directed to 
the following Proclamation of the Governor, 
containing a proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution, and we consider it of so vital an in- 
terest to the present and future welfare of this 
State, that we have transferred it to our col- 
umns. 

Whereas, The first section of the tenth arti- 
ele of the Constitution of the State of California 
requires that amendments of the Constitution, 
after having been adopted by the Legislature, 
shall be published three months with the yeas 
and nays thereon, and referred to the next Le- 

gislature; and whereas, the annexed proposed 
amendment to the Constitution was adopted 
by the Legislature at the session of 1855, and 
the same published and referred to the Legis- 
lature at the session of 1866, as required by the 
Constitution and the proposed amendment so 
referred having been agreed to by a majority 
of all the members of each House: 

Now, therefore, I, J. Neely Johnson, Gover- 
nor of the State-of California, do hereby direct 
that at the general election to be holden 
throughout the State of California on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday of November, 
A. D. 1856, being the 4th day of the month, 
said — amendment be submitted to the 
qualified electors voting at such election, in 
accordance with an Act entitled “An Act 
agreeing to the — — amendments to the 
Constitution, and providing for its submission 
to the people;” approved April 18, 1856, and 
commend the same to the consideration of the 
citizens of the State of California. 

Witness my hand and the great seal of 
State, at the city of Sacramento, this 
3d day of October, A. D. 1856.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF 
THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA. 


Section two of artiele ten is amended so as 
to read as follows: 

And if at any time two thirds of the Senate 
and Assembly shali think it necessary to revise 
and change the entire Conititution, they shall 
recommend to the electors, at the next election 
for members of the Lepislature, to vote for or 

ainst a Convention, and if it shall appear 
that a majority of the electors voting at such 
election have voted in favor of «alling a con- 
vention, the Legislature shall, at its next sess, 
ion, provide, by law, for calling a Convention, 
to be held within six months after the passage 
of such law; and such Convention shall con- 
sist of a number of members not less than that 
of both branches of the Legislature. The Con 
stitution that mey have been agreed upou and 
adopted by such Convention, shall be submitted 
to the people, at a special election, to be provis 
ded for by law, for their ratification or rejec- 
tion ; each voter shall express his opinion by 
depositing in the ballot box a ticket, whereup- 
on shall be written, or printed the words “For 
the New Constitutien,” or Against the New 
Constitution.” The returns of such election 
ehall, in such manner as the Convention shall 
direct, be certified to the Executive of the 
State, who shall call to his assistance the 
Comptroller Treasurer and ste of State, 
and compare the votes so certified byhim. If 
by such examination, it be ascertsined that a 
majority of the whole number of votes cast at 
euch election be in favor of such new Consti- 
tution, the Executive of this State shall, by his 
proclamation, declare such new Constitution 
to be the Constitution of the State of Califor. 
nia.

This man was up before the Court of Sessions 
on Thursday for sentence, convicted of assault 
and battery, in brutally attacking Mr. Kingsbury, 
editor of the Eveni g Journal, some months since.

“Longfellow” Abroad. 

A western letter-writer gives an account of 
his trip up the Mississippi on the good boat 
Northern Belle, which bore as ove of her — 
sengers the veritable Longfellow. The His- 
torical Society had extended to the poet an 
invitation to be present at the corner stone 
laying, and adistinctly marked trunk,“ H. W. 
Longfellow,” coming on board settled the fact 
that the author of Hiawatha was one of our 
number. But which is be? was the oft-re- 

ved question ; and none answered, except to 
guess. At the table each one was looking 
most intently at the other, and all wonde.ed 
why every one stared so. ‘This man was pro- 
nounced the poet because he wore a moustache ; 
that one because he shaved clean; and we 
noted that the fact as to who was Longſellow 
was settled either by the excess or lack of 
bair. This doubt in a few hours became un- 
endurable, aud the universal cry was to “ trot 
out” Longfellow. 

Finally, by the aid of the clerk, the number 
of bis state-room was found to he 30, and a 
guard placed at either door of 30, so that no 
one could escape undetected.

where were assembled the curious: It was ar- 
ranged tLat an old Virginian major, who had 
faced the red men in their most savage days at 
Fort Snelling, should draw from the myster 
ious stranger an admission that he was the 
t Longfellow.

New Improvement 1n WNILS.— An 
tant improvement upon the usual method of 
obtaining water for irrigation and domestic 
purposes, has recently been introduced in this 
city, by means of which a constant and inex- 
haus:ible supply of pure water may be obtain- 
ed at a trifling 7 It consists, simply, in 
the sinking of a shaft by means of a two-inch 
augur attached to light bars of iron, with other 
apparatus for pumping, dirilling &c., similar to 
that employed in boring the Artesan well upon 
the public-square. It requires but the labor 
of a few hours, with this apparatus to reach a 
depth of fifty feet, whence can be obtaineda 
supply of water that cannot be exhausted by 
constant pumping. There are seven of these 
wells in this city, in successful operation.— Jb.
